An Upsurge 

Communism is not the wave of 
the future. But only the very blind 
will fail to see that there is an 
upsurge of the long exploited, the 
landless, the illiterate, peasant- 
and-tribal peoples. We wonder why 
they don’t adopt democracy, for- 
getting that democracy requires 
a literate people, a good standard 
of living, a large, substantial, ex- 
pectant middle class, high em- 
ployment, political stability, and 
the promise of what we call “a 
good life.”’ 


Pitifully few of the countries of 
Asia and Africa come very close 
to possessing these foundations. 
They don’t even know what we 
are talking about when we say 
“democracy.” 


Chet Bowles was saying all this 
a long time ago. He is such a fine, 
honourable, decent man, that people 
instinctively trust and honor him 
wherever he goes. He was a tre- 
mendous asset as ambasasdor to 
India. Now, in Kenneth Galbraith, 
a close friend of Bowles’, we have 
another success.

An American spokesman an- 
nounced that Maj. Gen. Albert 
Watson II, U.S. commandant in 
Berlin, protested to the Soviet 
commandant in East Berlin that 
new tank barriers along the Com- 
munist wall are illegal. 


Watson’s message to Soviet Col. 
Andrei I. Solovyev, also demanded 
‘assurances that there would be 
no interference to Allied and civil- 
ian traffic’’ between the American 
sector of the divided city and Red- 
ruled East Berlin. 


The message was delivered to 
Soviet headquarters in East Berlin 
by a member of the U.S. mission 
here. 


‘ILLEGAL ACTION’ 


The protest denounced the Com- 
munist construction work as “‘il- 
legal action based on Obviously 
ridiculous justification” — a refer- 
ence to Communist assertions that 
the wall was being strengthened 
to protect East Berlin from any 
“ill-advised action’’ by the West. 


It was expected that the Soviet 
Union, as usual, would reject the 
protest as none of their concern. 
The Russians insist such matters 
be discussed directly with the East 
German regime, which the West- 
ern powers do not recognize. 


The Americans erected sandbag 
pillboxes on both sidewalks of 
Friedrichstrasse and set up ma- 
chine guns behind therm, A ba- 


zooka, also protected by sand- 
bags, was put up behind the U.S. 
““Checkpoint Charlie’ hut, about 
eight yards from the border. 


Traffic continued to move at 
Friedrichstrasse, the only gate- 
way remaining for non-Germans 
to cross between East and West 
Berlin. 


But it was diverted sharply to 
one side at the line, as Red bri- 
gades raised a concrete wall 
across the pavement. 


West Berlin police said the 
Communists apparently planned 
to leave open a narrow passage- 
way that would funnel all traf- 
fic past their customs house, 
which is slightly to one side of 
Friedrichstrasse. They quoted

The AEC announcement came a 
few hours after the Soviet Union 
had warned through Tass, the 
official soviet News agency, that 
it will resume testing of nuclear 


devices if Western tests continue, 
even underground. 


Officials here did not seem sur- 
prised at the Russian warning. 
It appeared to them to add little 
to previous Russian announced 
intentions on resuming tests if 
the West did. 


A State department official, 
told of the latest Russian an- 
nouncement, said: 


“The United States government 
has no indication that the U.S.S.R. 
has stopped testing since it uni- 
laterally broke the moratorium 
against nuclear tests. Our an- 


‘nounced policy is to test and to 


talk.”’ 


By “talk’’ he was referring to 


‘the renewed negotiations at 


Geneva betwéen the Soviet Union 
and the United States and Britain.

While the U.S. tests since the 
Soviet ended the moratorium have 
all been underground, a decision 
is expected soon by President 
John F.-Kennedy on whether this 
country will resume atmospheric 
testing. 


If atmospheric testing is re- 
sumed the site probably would be 
the Marshall Islands in the Cen- 
tral Pacific, which the United 
States governs as a U.N. trust ter- 
ritory.

Parochial 
Schools to 
Be Studied

NEW YORK—A three-year 
study of Roman Catholic parochial 
schools in the United States will 
be undertaken by the University 
of Notre Dame under a $350,000 
grant from the Carnegie Corp., 
it was announced here Sunday. 


An estimated 6,000,000 pupils at- 
tend the nearly 13,000 elementary 
and secondary schools operated 
by the church. Recent reports 
state that enrollment in these 
schools has increased more than 
six times since 1900; while public 
school enrollment has increased 
only 2.3 times. 


NO RECENT STUDY 


“Despite this striking growth 
of attendance in the parochial 
schools, the compilation of factual 
information has not kept pace, 
and there has been no recent au- 
thoritative study of Catholic edu- 
cational requirements and re- 
sources,’” John W. Gardner, presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Corp., said. 


The project will send the 
schools ‘‘exhaustive question- 
naires” .on the curriculum, ad- 
ministration, number and train- 
ing of teachers, quality of aca- 
demic achievement, academic 
goals and physical facilities. 


The data will be processed by 
a new computer center that will 
be opened at Notre Dame next 
fall. 


A MAJOR PROJECT 


The Rev. Theodore M. Hes- 
burgh, president of the university 
and a member of the policy and 
guidance committee for the study, 
said that it would be a major 
project in religious sociology. He 
added that it was conceived as 
one of several projects in-the hu- 
manities being conducted at Notre 
Dame under the general topic, 
man in contemporary society.

No More Test Bans 
Without Proper Controls 


After cleverly doublecrossing the 
United States and Britain in the volun- 
tary moratorium on nuclear testing, the 
Seviet Union has set another trap. It has 
issued another invitation for an immedi- 
diate moratorium on nuclear tests in the 
atmosphere, in outer space and under 
water. 

The moratorium would be policed by 
“national systems” of detection and a 
similar moratorium on underground 
tests “pending agreement on a system to 
control] such tests as a composite part of 
an international control system over the 
realization of an agreement on general 
and complete disarmament.” 

How stupid do they think we are? 

Without adequate safeguards there is 
no way to prevent any country from us- 
ing a moratorium to prepare secretly for 
new tests, which is exactly what the Rus- 
sians did. There is nothing to prevent any 
nation from breaking such a moratorium 
whenever it chooses. 

After the recent 50 Soviet nuclear 
tests, our only possible answer is a flat 
rejection. We'll agree to no moratorium 
without an adequate, immediate and en- 
forceable controls system.

As Freeman said of cot- 
ton, Japan is our top market and “they have no way to pay for it 
if they don't sell to us.”’ Foreigners also buy a quarter of Georgia's 
tobacco. Timber products are a large export of ours, too. 

However, the textile industry employs nearly 100,000 Georgians. 
And it is hurt by the import of cheap Japanese textiles made by 
low wage earners from cut rate cotton which American subsidies un- 
‘derwrite. The Kennedy administration is not proposing to sacrifice 
Georgia's textile industry on the altar of free trade in order to show 
cynical political favor to the cotton farmer. 

Instead it has begun considering a sensible series of new and 
overdue trade policies to reduce the disadvantage suffered by Geor- 


gia textile manufacturers. 


“ 


As for the national interest, free trade clearly is required. One 
reason is enough to make that clear. The newly formed Common 
Market, which raises a common European tariff, buys one third of 
our exports. If we raise our own tariffs and refuse to buy their goods, 
they will raise their tariffs and lock out our goods. President Kenne- 
dy stated clearly last week why we must compete and trade with 
them freely, not try to protect a few of our industries from competi- 
tion at the expense of the national interest. He said: 

‘What we are concerned about is that we have the power to ne 
gotiate with the Common Market to protect our export industry .. . 
if we are not able to export substantially more than we import we 
are going to either have to cut off all assistance to countries abroad 
or begin to withdraw our troops home. 

‘In addition, we are concerned that American companies who are 
locked out of the Common Market because of their high tariffs will 
feel that the only way that they can get into the market will be 
through investing in western Europe, and therefore we will have capi- 


tal leaving, which will cost jobs.” 


Free trade will cost some jobs too. It has its risks and its chal- 
lenges to our ingenuity and competitive skills. But protectionism, 
while protecting some, can jeapordize many—not only the jobs of in- 
dividuals but the security of all if we weaken and bring the Army 
home and leave the world to communism. :

to President John F. Kennedy. 

In Moscow — “‘as is already 
well Known,”” to use an already 
well-known phrase of Soviet diplo- 
macy — indignation is machine- 
made and not, so to speak, 
touched by human hands. It 
comes out in whatever lots and 
sizes may be indicated for a par- 
ticular situation at a particular 
moment, 

It appears Premier Nikita Khru- 
shchev has decreed that, for im- 
mediate purposes, attacks on the 
President will be played down 
while attacks on the vice presi- 
dent. are played up. 

Perhaps one reason is that the 
West itself has at last been forced 
into a recognition — most reluc- 
tantly, since we seem determined 
usually to take the dimmest pos- 
sible view of our own power — 
that the West is, after all, pretty 
strong, pretty tough and really 
pretty determined on the essen- 
tial, things. 

Perhaps another reason is that 
Khrushchev’s decision to have full 
publication in one important Rus- 
sian newspaper of the President’s 


. recent interview with Soviet ed- 


itor Alexei Adzhubei did not turn 
out to be quite a Soviet master- 
stroke. 

Khrushchev allowed the publica- 


tion, as some authorities here see 
it, in the notion that he could use 
the interview as a stick with 
which to beat the heretical Com- 
munists in China. Some of Adzhu- 
bei’s many remarks to the Presi- 
dent in that imterview really 
amounted to saying that the Rus- 
sians were “reasonable” Com- 
munists, no longer demanding 
worldwide communism, whereas 
the Chinese were “‘unreasonable”’ 
Communists holding the old faith 
that all capitalist countries must 
bédestroyed. 

But Kennedy did not choose to 
cooperate in this design. He took 
the occasion simply to put over to 
a good many Russian readers the 
fact that the West has long had 
sound reasons to fear the motives 
of all kinds of communism, Soviet 
as well as Chinese. 

Whatever the full facts about 
the Kremlin’s present letup on 
Kennedy, there is no doubt at all 
why Soviet assaults on Johnson 
are rising. He has for some time 
been pounding at a single point. 
This is that the West is in fact 
very strong and simply has not, 
contrary to some occupational 
gloom-casters. been ‘“‘losing every- 
where and all at once” in the 
great struggle for the world

although we regret that this was not a complete step. We realize 
that much work and discussion went into this decision and that es 
many angles as possible were considered and debated. We also ac- 
knowledge the reality of the tax-exemption problem and other eeo- 
nomic considerations. However, we are rather disappginted that Em- 
ory has failed to assume a strong position of leadership on the in- 
tegration question and instead has thrown the responsibility for 
definite action back to the Georgia legislature. 


Especially do we think of the 
action of other institutions when 
we consider the statement of the 
board. In the Atlanta area, both 
Columbia Theological seminary 
and Atlanta University are inte- 
grated. These institutions have 
not yet been challenged on their 
tax-exempt status. 

Atlanta University is a reli- 
giously related university, as is 
Emory. Thus, the question arises 
as to which university is taking 
the Christian attitude on the race 
issue and which is letting possi- 
ble economic disadvantages bar 
the way to action on Christian 
principles. 

To us, Emory seems to be 
afraid to take the chances which 
are necessary for a true leader 
to take. Instead. Emory lets 
smaller institutions assume this 


position of progressive leadership. 


Of course, there is a real pos- 


sibility that if Emory integrates 


its tax-exempt privileges would 
be challenged. Nevertheless, we 
believe that if taken to the Su- 
preme Court this constitutional 
provision would surely be de- 
clared unconstitutional.

Two Sunday nights ago, the 
Reds suddenly moved in work 
brigades and hundreds of troops 
to wall up the famous Branden- 
burg Gate and sink tank barriers 
along several miles of already- 
sealed border. 


During Sunday’s feverish activ- 
ity, the Communists allowed traf- 
fic to pass at Friedrichstrasse. 


A tractor with a huge plow in 
front started digging a trench in 


the lawn to one side of Friedrich- 


strasse. 


Communist announcements have 
claimed the extra-heavy walls and 
other antitank barriers are de- 
signed to strengthen East German 
security. They argue that the wall 
through Berlin is a regular state 
frontier which must be protected 
from alleged aggressive threats in 
West Berlin.

U.S. Chamber Predicts 
No Real Boom Ahead 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 


— The American economy 


will climb to new levels of prosperity in 1962 but some 
of its most serious problems will persist, the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce forecast Sunday. 


Emerson P. Schmidt, the cham- 
ber’s chief economist, said the up- 
turn could continue to August, 
1963, but “no real boom is in 
sight.”’ 


Trouble spots listed by Schmidt 
and other members of the cham- 
ber’s 1962 business outlook panel 
included: A possible gold-and-dol- 
lar crisis, a mark-up in steel 
prices, only a moderate reduction 
in unemployment, financial di s- 
tress for airlines and railroads, 
cost-push from wages and upward 
creep in consumer prices. 


The panel forecast good 1962 


Auto sales may climb to 6.7 mil- 
lion in 1962, including 350,000 for- 
eign cars, according to John Con- 
ley, public relations director of 
the National Automobile Dealers 
Association. He said apparent fail- 
ure of 1961 sales to reach six mil- 
lion was ‘‘most disappointing’’ to 
the industry, although dealers’ 
profits have improved.

Consumer spending was expect- 
ed by the chamber experts to ad- 
vance in line with income gains, 
helping to keep the economy 
growing but providing no fuel for 
a boom. 


Schmidt predicted unemploy- 
ment might dip as low as 5'2 per 
cent of the labor force, compared 
to the 1961 level of 6% per cent. 


Schmidt predicted the Gross Na- 
tional Product, the nation’s total 
output of goods and services, 
would climb in 1962 to $560 billion 
or $565 billion, compared to $520 
billion in 1961. 


Corporate profits, Schmidt said, 
probably would not climb as rap- 
idly as they did coming out of the 
1960-61 recession. He anticipated 
they might hit a record annual 
rate, before taxes, of $53 billion 
by .mid-year and possibly ap- 
proach $60 billion if-there is a big 
rush to stock up on steel.

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All of Us Die, But Christ 


The resurrection of the 
dead. Twenty-third of 50 
readings. First Epistle to the 
Corinthians, Chapter 15, 
verses 1 to 58. 


And now, my brothers, I must 
remind you of the gospel that I 
preached to you; the gospel 
which you received, on which you 
have taken your stand, and which 
is now bringing you salvation. Do 
you still hold fast the Gospel as 
I preached it to you? If not, your 
conversion was in vain. 

First and foremost, I handed 
on to you the facts which had 
been imparted to me: that Christ 
died for our sins, in accordance 
with the scriptures; that he was 
buried: that he was raised to life 
on the third day, according to the 


English Bible 


scriptures; and that he appeared 
to Cephas, and afterwards to the 
Twelve. Then he appeared to over 
five hundred of our brothers at 
once, most of whom are still alive, 
though some have died. Then he 
appeared to James, and after- 
wards to all the apostles. 


In the end he appeared even to 
me; though this birth of mine 
was monstrous, for I had per- 
secuted the church and am there- 
fore inferior to all other apostles 
— indeed not fit to be called an 
apostle. However, by God’s grace 
I am what I am, nor has his 
grace been given to me in vain; 
on the contrary, in my labours 
I have outdone them all — not I, 
indeed, but the grace of God work- 
ing with me. But what matter, 
I or they? This is what we all 
proclaim, and this is what you be- 
lieved. 

RESURRECTION 

Now if this is what we pro- 
claim, that Christ was raised 
from the dead, how can some of 
you say there is no resurrection 
of the dead? If there be no resur- 


rection, then Christ was not 
raised: and if Christ was not 
raised, then our gospel is null 


and void, and so is your faith; 
and we turn out to be lying wit- 
nesses for God, because we bore 
witness that he raised Christ to 
life, whereas, if the dead are not 
raised, he did not raise him. For 
if the dead are not raised, it fol- 
lowed that Christ was not raised: 
and if Christ was not raised, your 
faith has nothing in it and you 
are still in your old state of sin. 
It follows also that those who 
have died within Christ’s fellow- 
ship are utterly lost. If it is for 
this life only that Christ has giv- 
en us hope, we of all men are 
most to be pitied. 


But the truth is, Christ was 
raised to life — the firstfruits of

Christ all will be brought to life; 


but each in his own proper place: 
Christ the firstfruits, and after- 

wards, at his coming those who 
belong to Christ. Then comes 
the end, when he delivers up the 
kingdom to God the Father, after 
abolishing every kind of domina- 
tion, authority and po'ver. For he 
is destined to reign until God has 
put all enemies under his feet; 
and the last. enemy to be abolished 
is death. Scripture says, ‘He has 
put all things in subjection under 
his feet.’ But in saying ‘all 
things,’ it clearly means to ex- 
clude God who subordinates 
them; and when all things are 
thus subject to him, then the Son 
himself will also be made subor- 
dinate to God who made all things 
subject to him, and thus God will 
be all in all.

If, as the saying is, 
I ‘fought wild beasts’ at Ephesus, 
what have I gained by it? If the 
dead are never raised to life ‘let 
us eat and drink, for tomorrow 
we die.’ 


But, you may ask, how are the 
dead raised? In what kind of 
body? A senseless question! The 
seed you sow does not come to 
life unless it has first died; and 
what you sow is not the body that 
shall be, but a naked grain, per- 
haps of wheat, or of some other 
kind; and God clothes it with the 
body of his choice, each seed with 
its own particular body. All flesh 
is not the same flesh: There is 
flesh of men, flesh of beasts, of 
birds, and of fishes—all different.

Secretary Rusk 


Goldwater 
Challenged 
By Rusk 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk Sunday 
challenged Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
R-Ariz., and other critics of the 
administration’s foreign policy to 
be more specific in their charges. 

Asked to comment on Goldwa- 
ter’s assertion that the United 
States was not making an all-out 
effort to win the cold war, Rusk 
said “I think those who would 
make that kind of criticism with 
a pretty broad and far - reaching 
phrase have an obligation to spe- 
cify exactly what it is that they 
mean by it.” 


APPEARS ON TV 


Rusk was interviewed on a tele- 
vision program which was record- 
ed Friday. 


Rusk said there was ‘‘an enor- 
mous amount of work going on’”’ 
to consolidate the ‘“‘world commu- 
nity” and render it safe against a 
Communist revolution. 


Rusk, answering questions from 
five college students, said he 
would not rule out the possibility 
of an East-West summit confer- 
ence on Berlin because ‘‘all meth- 
ods ought to remain open.’ But 
he cautioned that it must be care- 
fully prepared because ‘“‘it is not 
wise and not safe to have a sum- 
mit that fails.’’ 

DEFENDS TITO AID 


On Viet Nam, Rusk said ‘‘the 
situation has been getting worse 
there in recent weeks”’ because of 
increased Communist guerrilla ac- 
tivity. He added that South Viet 
Nam and the United States could 
both do a great deal to meet the 
situation and the cooperative ef- 
fort was being discussed very 
earnestly with President Ngo Dinh 
Diem. 

Rusk defended U.S. aid to Com- 
munist Yugoslavia, saying that 
the country, although Red, was in- 
dependent of the Sino-Soviet bloc. 
He said “They are not in that 
sense a part of the conspiracy 
that is out to transform the rest 
of the world and commit the ag- 
gressions which we have associat- 
ed with that bloc.”

Library Director 
Receives Laurels

‘People have a yen for a painless way of obtaining knowledge 
and today’s books offer just that, in their attractive easy-to-read 
form,”’' according to Mrs. A. B. Burrus, executive director of the 
Decatur-DeKalb Regional Library for more than three decades. 


Mrs. Burrus, well qualified when it comes to speaking about 
books, has just retired after 31 years of service. J. C. Haynes, 
chairman of the library board announced. 


‘Her personal leadership and devotion has made the Decatur- 
DeKalb: Regional Library what it is today,’’ Haynes said in an- 
nouncing the retirement. 


Mrs. Burrus has been replaced by Miss Louise Trotti. Miss Trot- 
ti has been serving as director of extension service and assistant 
director of the library for 15 years. 


SECOND PLACE 


The library serves Decatur, DeKalb County, Rockdale County, 
and Newton County and its book circulation is second only to the 
Atlanta Public Library in Georgia. The system includes seven 
libraries and two bookmobiles. 


“When I took the job, the library was in one room on the sec- 
ond floor of the old city hall and we had a circulation of about 
3,000 books, Mrs. Burrus said. 


“Today we have a new library, to which we have already made 
one addition and are planning for a second one, and a circulation 
of about 1,540,000 books,”’ she said. 


Mrs. Burrus recalled when the library was in the city hall a 
room next door to the library was made vacant. ‘That night I 
cleaned up the room and had some shelves: put up. The next day 
when the men met to decidé what to do with the room, I had al- 
ready moved in.” 


As in most things in DeKalb County, the library has had to face 
the county's dynamic population growth. ‘‘The library today has to 
have highly technical books and cannot serve the needs of the peo- 
ple with just light fiction books,’’ Mrs. Burrus says. 


‘‘More men are making use of the library today,’ Mrs. Burrus 


s said. ‘I believe their taste in books may be the same, but they have 
“ more time now and they are retiring earlier.’’ 


Mrs. Burrus instituted the summer reading program for chil- 
dren the first year she was director of the library. 


DIFFERENT THEME 
The program is based on a different theme each summer and 
if a child reads 15 books on the particular theme he gets a certif- 


icate and if he reads 25 books on the subject, a gold star is added 
to the certificate. 


“It’s a form of discipline which the children like and it en- 
courages them to read more,’ Mrs. Burrus explained. 


Mrs. Burrus attributes the success of the library to the mem- 
bes of the board whom, she says, “have a beautiful understanding 
of what is needed to make a good library.” 


The DeKalb County Commission awarded Mrs. Burrus a 
plaque ‘in honor of her many faithful years of service and out- 
standing activities in the library work.” 
Mrs. Burrus will continue to serve on the board of trustees and 
as director emeritus of the library.

They quoted Miss Webb, who 
lives in Room 201 of the Waverly, 
as saying she talked with her 
employer earlier and told him she 
planned to go to her home in 
Cairo Sunday. She said he told 
her that if she went to Cairo as 
planned, he would shoot himself. 


A short time later, ‘she said, 
she became concerned and sent 
two Negro bellhops to Worrell’s 
room to check on him. They re- 
ported that Worrell was sitting on 
his bed, a pistol pointed toward 
his mouth. 


When she and the bellhops re- 
turned to the room, seconds later, 
she said the door was locked and 
had to be forced open. Once in- 
side, she told police, she moved 
toward Worrell, but before she 
could reach him he shot himself. 


HELD KEY POSITIONS 


Worrell was a former acting 
postmaster here. 


He held key positions in the 
Republican Party until recent 
years when he said he was 
“kicked out by the young Turks”’ 
of the party. 


In 1952, he was selected by 
the GOP to campaign for the 
Third Congressional District.

ALBANY—Reports that Albany 
Negroes plan to stage a mass 
Write-in campaign in Monday's 
city election have led political 
observers here to predict a rec- 
ord voter turnout. 


The city election, which is nor- 
mally a routine function, to elect 
winners of the Nov. 13 Demo- 
cratic primary, has drawn un- 
usual interest in the wake of last 
week's Negro demonstration at 
city hall in protest of the arrest 
and conviction of five Negro stu- 
dents who a to desegre- 
gate the Albany Trailways Bus 
Terminal restaurant facility. 


The five Negroes—all students 
at Albany State College—were 
convicted in Recorder’s Court on 
charges of disturbing the peace 
and drew $100 fines and 15-day 
suspended sentences. Two of the 
Students were subsequently ex- 
pelled by college authorities for 
their part in the bus station sit-in. 
MAYOR ON BALLOT 

Listed on Monday’s general 
election ballot will be Albany 
Mayor Asa D. Kelley, Mayor pro 
tem Buford Collins, First Ward 
commission candidate T. H. Mc- 
Collum and Fourth Ward candi- 
date W. C. Holman Jr. 


Saturday white registered voters 
received an unsigned postcard 
warning them that the Negroes 
would write in candidates in Mon- 
day’s election. 


The card said: “‘Warning... 
Unless you vote Monday, Dec. 4, 
you may have a Negro mayor 
and mayor pro tem. Negro groups 
are going to write in a Negro 
candidate for these offices. Do 
not fail to vote.”’ 

PLEA FOR VOTING 

City Democratic Executive 
Committee Chairman Charles 
Foster said Monday’s vote may 
be the largest in the city’s his- 
tory. 

“I sincerely hope the people 
do turn out in full force Monday 
to ratify their selections in the 
primary,”’ he said. 

Dr. W. G. Anderson, a Negro 
osteopath who is the leader of 
the “Albany Movement,” a coali- 
tion of local Negro groups, denied 
Friday that there will be a 
write-in vote for Negro candi- 
dates in the city election. 


FEAR GOP WRITE-IN? 

“It is my personal opinion,”’ he 
declared, ‘“‘that the Democrats 
fear a Republican write-in vote. 
It is a scheme to arouse the 
citizenry of Albany. 

A petition from the “Albany 
Movement” calling for the de- 
segregation of all public institu- 
tions in the city was rejected by 
the city commission last week. 

Albany Republican Chairman 
Russell Kaliher said his organi- 
zation has no plans to sponsor a 
write-in candidate in Monday's 
election.
